Niagara’s political lead¬ 
ers say they hope for an an¬ 
nouncement regarding GO 
train expansion to the re¬ 
gion by the end of June. 

Confident it has present¬ 
ed a comprehensive busi¬ 
ness case to see full-time 
rail service introduced lo¬ 
cally, the working group be¬ 
hind the plan anticipates Ni¬ 
agara being included in the 
nextroundofGO Transit ex¬ 
pansion projects. 

In a briefing at St. Ca¬ 
tharines city hall Tuesday, 
Regional Chairman Alan 
Caslin said a list of com¬ 
munities for consideration 
is being assembled by the 
province prior to its 2016 
budget deliberations. 

“We believe our business 
case is solid, and our goal is 
to have Niagara included in 
the next wave of GO expan¬ 
sion — all the way from Ston- 
ey Creek to Niagara Falls.” 

He said 2017 is “when we’d 
like to see trains chugging 
down the tracks.” 

With GO service already 
available in Niagara Falls 
during summer months, 
Caslin said infrastructure 
is in place to accommodate 
full-time service. 

While upgrades to stations 
are likely needed, it will be 
up to the province to deter¬ 
mine specific modifications 
required for the commuter 
service to be successful, he

A 2011 Ministry of Trans¬ 
portation survey indicated 
in a 24-hour period, more 
than 50,000 people make 
the trip in and out of Niaga¬ 
ra, with 8,600 people going 
daily from Niagara to Hamil¬ 
ton, said Matt Robinson, the 
Region’s associate director 
of corporate communica¬ 
tions and intergovernmen¬ 
tal affairs. 

An additional 7,500 peo¬ 
ple travel from Niagara to 
Halton, Peel and Toronto, 

Similar numbers, he said, 
are shown coming back to 
Niagara each day. 

While Niagara awaits the 
coveted announcement, 
work is continuing on the re¬ 
gion’s transportation master 
plan and discussions are un¬ 
derway to create a Niagara¬ 
wide intermunicipal transit 
system, St. Catharines May¬ 
or Walter Sendzik said. 

The mayors and CAOs of 
Niagara’s three largest mu¬ 
nicipalities — Welland, St. 
Catharines and Niagara Falls 
— are working alongside re¬ 
gional leaders to determine 
what that amalgamation 
model might look like. 

Recommendations are 
expected to be presented to 
the regional transportation 
steering committee by Sep¬ 
tember. 

Sendzik said the goal is 
to have an integrated sys¬ 
tem operational by 2017 
designed not only to link to 
the GO stations, but also to 
feed into each of the com¬ 
munities.

Fort Erie residents are 
facing a 2.13 per cent increase 
on their property tax bill this 

The total taxes for the 
average household assessed 
at 181,835 will see an increase 
of $2,724.80 from $2,668.02, 
or $56.78 a year. 

Council completed the 
2016 operating budget 
last Wednesday. The list of 
supplementary grants and 
requests push the municipal 
tax increase to 6.07 per cent 
but that number is lowered 
to 2.13 per cent once the 
Region's portion and the 
school boards are factored in. 

"Fort Erie prides itself 
on providing high-quality 
services to its residents in a 
cost-effective and responsive 
manner," Mayor Wayne 
Redekop said. 

"However, like any business 
or household, the needs and 
wants within the municipality 
are often greater than 
what the municipality and 
community can afford at one 

When councillors come 
to the table to have a 
conversation about the 
Town’s budget, Redekop 
said, councillors "pride 
(themselves) on (their) ability 
to maintain fiscal restraint 
while still meeting the current 
and future needs of the 
municipality." 

"Our 2016 operating budget 
balances competing priorities 
and challenges with the ability 
to continue providing quality 
services to our community,” 
he said. 

Highlights from the budget 
include $800,000 that will 
be put toward capital reserve 
funds to meet the Town's

eamwork, it seems, was the

And if you want to talk dollars and 


Niagara’s chances of finally 
procuring GO rail service after so 
many years of trying appear brighter 


regional voices finally started singing 
from the same songbook. 

“We're ready," Niagara Regional 
Chairman Alan Caslin said recently. 

After getting stuck in traffic on her 
way to Niagara for a meeting with 
municipal officials in 2014, Premier 
Kathleen Wynne apparently told her 
people to work closely with Niagara 
representatives trying to put together 
the business plan to advance GO all 
the way through St Catharines and 
into Niagara Falls. 

And now, that plan is under 
scrutiny at Queen's Park and there 
are a lot of reasons to believe 
confirmation of GO rail extension 
might be as little as a year away. 

For one, it never made sense that a 
good traffic jam could practically cut 
off an entire region from the rest of 
Ontario. And not a summer weekend 
goes by that vehicles aren’t backed up 
for kilometres, sometimes nearly to 
Hamilton, as tourists line up to visit 
Niagara. 

Adding rail service would take 
some of the load off the busy QEW all 
the year round, relieving congestion 
through Hamilton to the botdeneck 
as the highway enters Burlington. 


people into Niagara. 

The fact is, there is a lot of tax 
revenue to be reaped by the province 
and local governments by having 
more tourists visit Niagara. 

Nowhere in Ontario, nor probably 
in all of eastern Canada, is there such 
a concentration of wineries, casinos, 
music and entertainment venues and 
bicycling paths for visitors to enjoy. 
Not to mention attractions like Clifton 
Hill and Marineland in Niagara Falls 
or any of the venues offered by the 
Niagara Parks Commission. 

As busy as Niagara already is, it 
could be argued there is still a large 
amount of untapped potential here. 

From that perspective, the cost of GO 
should be viewed as an investment that 
will pay off with a healthy return, rather 
than another expense on the provincial 
government’s already long, long list of 

It can also be looked at as a way for 
Ontario to protect the investments it 
has already made here Hits billion- 
dollar casinos, the downtown St. 
Catharines arts and concert halls, the 
feisty but always struggling Fort Erie 
Race Track. 

There are risks. Of course, there 
are. But the railway hacks are already 
there. The train stations are already 
there, but will need some upgrades.

Only three cases 
of police impersonation 

Niagara Regional Police now say there 
were three, not four recent incidents of 
police impersonation by an adult male. 

In release last Thursday, police say 
further investigation has revealed the 
fourth incident on Tuesday was an NRP 
officer conducting a valid traffic stop. 

An adult woman reported she was 
travelling on Decew Road near First 
Street Louth in St. Catharines. She 
noticed a black car behind her with what 
she recognized as police lighting. The 
woman pulled over and was approached 
by a male who requested her driver's 

After a brief verbal interaction, the 
male advised the woman that she was 
free to continue on her way. 

Further investigation revealed the 
officer performed a traffic stop with 
the female complainant due to his 
observation of a Highway Traffic Act 
infraction. 


He was operating a dark coloured 
unmarked police cruiser with full blue 
and red police lighting to indicate the 
traffic stop. He approached the vehicle 
wearing his police-issued uniform, 
identified the driver and cautioned her 
for her driving behavior. 

Police say the officer conducted 
himself in a professional manner 
during the course of his interaction 
with the woman. 

The NRP continues to investigate 
three other reported impersonation 
incidents that happened in late 
January in St. Catharines, Smithville 
and Port Colborne. 

Police say it has not been confirmed 
that the incidents are directly related 
or were committed by the same 
person. 

Grow op garners probation 
for Fort Erie man 

A Fort Erie man has been placed on 
probation for 12 months after he 
pleaded guilty to growing a $64,000 
marijuana crop in his backyard. 

James Greville, 52, pleaded guilty 
last Thursday in an Ontario Court of 
Justice to a charge of production of a 
controlled substance. 

In September 2014, court heard, 
police responded to complaints that 
a resident on Emerick Ave. in Fort Erie 
was growing pot in his backyard. 

Police checked with Health Canada 
and determined a medical marijuana 
license had not been issued for that 
address. 

Police seized 64 plants, with an 
estimated street value of $64,000. 
Federal prosecutor Wally Essert said 
there was no evidence Greville was 
selling marijuana. 

"This was not the most sophisticated 
operation," he added. "He made no 
attempt to hide it.”
